lf the revised school code’s provi­ 
sions for consolidation of less popu­ 
lous school districts into fewer and 
larger units of school adm inistration 
are enacted into law at the present 
legislative session, the num ber of 
separate districts in Adams county 
may be reduced from 34 to five. 
The code, which was drafted by j 
the attorney general's departm ent 
and was introduced in the legisla­ 
ture last week, proposes th a t where 
present districts contain less th an 
5,000 population, they be merged to 
form new- districts, as far as p racti­ 
cable, w ith not less than 5,000 nor j 
more th a n 11.000 population. 
A sin- ! 
gic board of directors would conduct 
the affairs of the larger district. 
Every present school district of more 
than 10,000 population would rem ain 
unchanged. 
In keeping with these provisions, I 
the departm ent of public instruction 
announced a tentative grouping of 
the Adams county districts, by which j 
neighboring 
and 
sparsely

districts are lumped together into i 
population units of slightly m ore j 
th a n 5,000 population. 
Plan Is Tentative 
The departm ent stressed th a t to- | 
d ay’s m ethod of grouping th e dis- i 
tricts is only tentative, and rep re­ 
sents m erely preliminary work to! 
show how the system might work it 
the code is adopted. There has been 
no agreem ent on the final grouping 
plan w hich would be adopted, the 
departm ent asserted. 
“Geographic, social, economic and 
commercial conditions are to be con­ 
sidered in setting up the larger 
unlit." the departm ent announced. 
"An effort has been made to follow 
these requirem ents and at the sam e 
tim e keep within the 11.000 popula­ 
tion lim it established far 
fourth 
class school districts 
“In some cases it is difficult; and 
In all cases the outline given is only 
tentative and is submitted to th e 
public for criticism and suggestion.” 
Final Grouping: Later 
The final grouping of present dis­ 
tricts into new and larger ones, th e 
proposed code districts, would be de­ 
cided by the state council of educa­ 
tion after the code is adopted. 
If the legislature decides to accept 
the plan of consolidating districts 
into larger units, either the code will 
have to be amended to perm it des­ 
trier to include sections of two 
counties, or the districts m ust be

Roosevelt

Affairs With Senators Glass, 
Cutting And Hull. 


Washington, Feb. 18 (AP).—Presi­ 
dent-elect Roosevelt went into sep­ 
arate conferences with Senators 
Glass and Cutting on his arrival 
here Friday, both the legislators hav­ 
ing been cited repeatedly as cabinet 
possibilities. 
En route, the president-elect had 
obtained the latest views on Cordell 
Hull, another of the senatorial trio 
which has dominated speculation as 
to the choices for the next arere- 
taries of state, treasury and Interior. 
There was no word at once as to 
whether the cabinet positions were 
being disposed of finally but It was 
clear that Mr. Roosevelt was near­ 
ing the decisions that soon are ex­ 
pected to be announced.
